The fact that the Radio Division of the 
Lansing Police Dept. maintains the radio 
equipment of the Ingham County Sheriff 
Dept. and other associated two-way radio 
units I would like to recommend to the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners 
that a definite policy be established as to 
charges for this service. 


I offer the following suggestions as a 
starting point. 


1. On car installations I believe a Body 
Shop should do the upholstery work and 
the running of the antenna cable from 
the trunk to the middle of the top and 
make any necessary brackets required to 
mount the equipment in the trunk as a 
shop can do a better job with less time 
than we can. Z 


2. The charges for removal of units from 
an old car and placing same in a new 
car was formerly $30.00 plus $3.00 for 
removal from the old car. I suggest that 
this be reduced to $20.00 if the above 
work is done in a body shop. 


3. On trip to Mason for maintenance I 


suggest a charge be made based on wages 
per hour plus cost for mileage per mile. 


4. When cars are brought to our shop for 
service a labor charge to be based on 
> per hour with a minimum of one 

our. 


5. Charge for replacement parts to be made 
at our cost. :

Regarding: Alarm systems at Reo Motors 
and Motor Wheel Corporation. 


The fire alarm equipment in service at 
these two plants is in need of replacing, 
having been installed approximately thirty 
years ago. Equipment in use for such a 
length of time can not be depended upon 
to safely guard lives and property. 


All of the fire alarm boxes in the plants 
are owned by the corporations, and are 
connected to our circuits. We test their 
boxes and circuits, and furnish current for 
their operation. This involves hours of our 
time that could be spent on our own system. 
We should not be held responsible for a 
privately-owned alarm system failure due 
to faulty equipment. 


Connecting private boxes to our circuit 
adds to the number of boxes per circuit, 
and circuits are limited as to the number 
of boxes to be serviced. There are eleven 
master boxes at the Reo Motors and thir- 
teen at the Motor Wheel Corporation that 
eould be installed at street locations with- 
out adding additional circuits. If this 


division could be relieved of the duties of - 


maintaining the fire alarm facilities in 
these two corporations, the following ad- 
vantages would be gained: 


The corporation would be responsible for 
the efficient operation of the alarm system 
in their plant. 


The fire alarm division would not be 
responsible for re-setting boxes after an 
alarm ; would not disconnect circuits while 
they were being worked on and re-setting 
them after work is completed; and would 
not’ have to test them and maintain them 
to keep them in working order. 


We would have less boxes on a circuit, 
and street boxes would not be jeopardized 
due to faulty circuits on private property. 


There would be less false alarms due to 
old alarm equipment. 


APRIL 20, 1953 


A more efficient method of exact loca- 
tions of fire is possible with the coopera- 
tion of the corporation and the fire de- 
partment. 


I have interviewed Plant Chief Novack 
at Reo Motors and Plant Engineer Charles 
Bellows at the Motor Wheel Corporation 
concerning management ownership and 
maintenance of their fire alarm systems. 
They request letters from this department 
explaining the existing conditions so the 
letters may be submitted to the proper 
authorities. 


I suggest that these letters be written 
and these listed recommendations be in- 
eluded: 


1. The corporation furnish their own power 
supply, main line and auxiliary circuits 
to their boxes. : 


2. All old and out-dated equipment be re- 
placed. All auxiliary and master boxes 
be tested monthly, and reports submitted 
to the Alarm Division as required by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. 


3. A recording device (tape register) be 
purchased and placed in service to re- 
ceive their alarms by tape. These alarms 
would be transmitted to the fire depart- 
ment by a transmitter (purchased by the 
corporation) to be connected to the fire 
department alarm office. The Alarm 
Division would connect to the trans- 
loa whieh is the same as one alarm 

Ox. 


Existing equipment at Reo Motors: 


12 master boxes with 89 auxiliary boxes 
and approximately.5 miles of circuit wire. 


Existing equipment at the Motor Wheel 
Corporation : , 


13 master boxes with 65 auxiliary boxes 
and approximately 5 miles of circuit wire.

Gentlemen: 


This committee has been informed by 
Master Mechanic Idus Burgess that the 
International truck in service at No. 5 
Fire Station, known as Squad No. 2, is in 
need of major repairs. This truck is six 
and one-half years old and the needed re- 
pairs would total $1,425.00. The motor in 
this truck is 95 horsepower and has proved 
to be insufficient for fire department oper- 
ation. 


Squad No. 2 services the south section 
of the city, including the Everett district. 
Due to the lack of sufficient hydrants in 
the Everett district, it is mecessary to 
carry a large supply of water to the fire. 
To eliminate the purchase of a _ tank 
wagon at a cost of $6,000.00 to supple- 
ment the 450 gallon water tank on Squad 
No. 2, this committee recomemnds the pvwr- 
chase of a new Reo Squad high pressure 
truck from the John Bean Manufacturing 
Company with a 750 gallon water tank 
and a 160 horsepower motor. 


The total price for a new John Bean 
high pressure fog truck with a Reo chassis 
is $13,838.60. With a trade in allowance 
of $5,000.00 for the 1946 International 
Truck (Squad No. 2) the net price would 
be $8,838.60. The depreciation cost for a 
period of six years is $214.25 per year on 
our present Squad No. 2. 


The sum of $7,500.00 has been trans- 
ferred from the Police Department 1952- 
1953 budget to the Fire Department Ap- 
paratus Fund. This committee recommends 
that the new Reo Squad truck be purchased 
from the 1952-1953 Fire Department budget.

Judge Hayden has filed an _ opinion 
wherein he holds that James  Borseth 
should be reinstated with back pay, less 
the earnings he has been able to make 
elsewhere and less the amount he with- 
drew from the retirement fund. 


1. The statute does not require rein- 
statement unless the man is “qualified” 
for the job. Chief Taylor’s testimony at 
the hearing showed quite definitely that 
Borseth is not qualified as a policeman for 
several important reasons. His testimony in 
this respect was uncontraverted. The opin- 
ion holds that refusal to reinstate “was 
based on the policy of the Board, rather 
than any lack of qualification.” This seems 
to require that the Board should take Bor- 
seth back whether or not he is qualified 
and is contrary to the plain intent of the 
statute. 


2. The opinion holds that the informal- 
ity of Borseth’s query as to vacancies “is 
not material and does not matter.’”’ This 
would mean that any casual inquiry by a 
returned serviceman, if it were not han- 
dled promptly as a proper application for 
reinstatement and granted, would sub- 
ject the Board months later to.a suit for 
back pay. 


8. The opinion recites, “I am of the 
opinion that the record leaves no other 
conclusion then that the reinstatement of 
Borseth was denied, not because it was not 
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‘feasible,” a word over which much dis- 
cussion occurred, but because it was con- 
trary to the policy of the Police Board 
and if my conclusion is justified, it cannot 
be denied that the policy of the Board 
must yield to the policy of the statute. 
To construe the word ‘feasible,’ or give it 
the effect for which respondents contend 
would make it synonomous with the 
Board’s policy and would render’ the 
statute completely ineffective.” 


The opinion further states, “I am un- 
able to convince myself that the refusal 
was well founded, that there was suffi- 
cient foundation for the same, having in 
mind the purview and intent of the 
statute. I am impressed that it was based 
on the policy of the Board, rather than 
upon any lack of qualification or upon 
any lack of vacancies.” 


This seems to indicate that the Judge 
has substituted his judgment for that of 
the Board and has in effect overruled the 
Board in a matter of administrative judg- 
ment. This a court is not entitled to do. 


In its opinion on our motion to dismiss, 
filed December 17, 1952, the court said 
that its authority in such matter is: 


“1, To determine whether the ad- 
ministrative body has exercised its 
discretion and if not, to compel the 
discretion to be exercised. 


“2. Since the discretion must not be 
exercised arbitrarily, if the adminis- 
trative body has acted, the court can 
determine whether its action is based 
upon any substantial evidentary 


The Judge found that the Board did 
consider the Borseth matter and rejected 
it. .This met the condition of the first 
pargaraph quoted above. 


He apparently: found that the Board did 
not act arbitrarily but in accord with ‘“‘the 
policy of the Board.” This leaves for de- 
cision only the question of whether the 
action of the Board is based upon any sub- 
stantial evidentary facts. 


The Judge really does not consider the 
various substantial facts on which the 
Board made its determination, viz., the 
matter of morale of the Department, the 
matter of a resignation rather than a 
leave of absence, the fact that reinstate- 
ment would, under the Charter, put Bor- 
seth back on the Retirement Fund, as 
though he had never drawn his accumu- 
lated funds. Rather he brushes off the 
decision of the Board as “policy,” and says 
that the policy of the Board must yield to 
the policy of the statute. 


It is our opinion that the Judge erred. 
Your Board acted in good faith with sub- 
stantial reasons for its decision. In such 
case a court is not entitled to overrule 
an executive Board merely because the 
Judge would act otherwise because the 
state Constitution draws a sharp line be- 
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tween judicial power and administrative 
power. Here the Judge went beyond his 
judicial authority. We feel that the 
chances of obtaining a reversal are amply 
sufficient to justify an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court and would recommend such 
action. If the Borseth case is left here, 
it will doubtless promote other similar in- 
cidents. If Borseth is reinstated, he goes 
back on the Retirement list without di- 
minution of benefits. Deducting the 
amount he drew from his back pay will 
nee ene up the loss to the Retirement 
‘und.
